in particular; therefore be it 

Resolved, That legislation be sought 
making it compuisory that all kinds 
of wheat in tho Dominion used for sood 
purposds shall bo examined and tested 
by a board appointed for that purpose, 
whose duty tt shall be to determine the 
names such varieties shall be known by; 

And further, to give as complete a 
destription as possible of the grain and 
ites natural growth, so that there will be 
fower varieties and that one might be 
readily distinguished from the other ; 

And that such ponalcies for selling 
seed wheat not so examined shall be 
fixed that might be though wise by the 
Government. 

The said board of examiners shall 
consist of one or more professors of 
agriculture to be appointed by the 
Government and two or more members 
of the association.

“Patriotiom tn Education.” 

A writer in the Educational Monthly on 
gps eco hoe oa posene peal considers that 
in our schools, and more especially in those 
devoted to higher education, tlie teachers 
of history aud of the subjects coming 
under the general head of English litera- 
ture, have a vitally important task to per* 
form,in imbuing ech with sentiments 
of patriotism. The writer does not hositate 
to say that, lying as Canada does between 


‘the surging tide of British civilization, 


traditions and greatness on the-one hand, 
and the rushing stream of American pro- 
reas on the other, lessons may be learned 
rom a comparison of the two, which w Il 
be valuable beyond expression to the sta- 
dents in the course of their future careers. 
But Canada itself has a distinctive reco d 
and noble past. Edmund Burke once re- 
marked that ‘‘ he knew of no more absorb- 
ing and instructive occupation for the mind 
ofa thoughtful man, than to trace, in all 
their peculiar grandeur, the bold and swiftly 
formed outlines in the history of « young 
and patriotic people.” And Canadians have 
much to be proud of, Aside altogether from 
the ae ag of British — sold- 
lers and statesmen In ages gone by, possess. 
ed by as through an “histotie Seustlanaty 
which the American have so unfortanately 
lost, we have memories in this land of ours 
worthy of our ancestors and worthy o the 
great races which are commingling u 
our soil, The war of 1812, with its ant 
victories, can never be forgotten, and while 
warfare in itself is not an object of ra 
tulation, the — upon which is jo as 
ed may, and upon that occasion did, voice 
the noblest sentiments of humanity. The 
writer quotes the Rochester Herald, which 
says ‘‘ we have no sympathy with that sub- 
limated sentiment which derides patriotism, 
clannish and provincial, and aims to throw 
down the w ofhome and native and 
adopted land, We believe that men are 
better for having a country, a flagand an 
which these huge animals were slaughtered. 
allegiance for which they are willing 
to do and dare and die.” To this 
end, certainly the teaching of history 
can and should breathe such a spirit. 
Inference, conclusions, incidental references 
historical allusions, praises given to patriote 
and arg actions, comparisous casually 
and briefly instituted; in a hundred ways 
the point can be driven home and the lesson 
taught. Canadian history involves upon its 
every page some instructive reference to 
notional development. In using the word 
‘‘natdonal” no distinction need be made 
between Canada and Britain. Our people, 
by their flag and institutions, are British 
now, no reason exists why we should 
not expand into a powerful British na- 
tion upon Canadian soil. The writer 
thinks that much stress ia Isid up- 
on the events of a very distant past. 
Why should a student of the day know all 
about Cresar and little or nothing about the 
Dominion of Canada. It is the constant 
inculcation of history from a patriotic stand- 
int which would remedy this defect. 
vith this patrietism would scommnehy 
alone for the flag which waves over the land 
of our birth and adoption. It representa 
everything that our fathers cherished, and 
to the children it should be the embodiinent 
of the country in which’ they live and the 
home in which they centre their affection. 


The monster coal strike in England which 
began a week ysis brought to a close 
on Monday, the miners having decided 
that, the pu for which the pits were 
stopped has been achieved. In all the his- 
tory of labor there has never been a more 
senseless strike than this. The object of 
the men in ing work, was to check the 
output of coal, to prevent the market from 
being glutted, and thereby to avert any pos- 
sibility of s reduction of wages being made 
by the mine-owners.

The latter, 
indeed, appear to be the only people who 
have reason to be satisfied with the strike 
of the last week, since it sent up the cost of 
coal, and enabled them to clear off their 
surplus stock at abnormally high prices, at 
the same time relieving them from 
necessity of paving the week’s wage: to their 
men.

Another Revoiution in Sonth America, 


An outbrerk of revolution in Venezuela is 
reported in the cable dispatches. A battle 
has been fought near Caracas between Gov- 
ernment troops and forces recruited in the 
in.erest of Guzman Blanco. The results of 
the fighting are described as indecisive, but 
the revolt is apparently a most formidable 
one, and foreshadows the downfall of the 

recent President, Dr. Andueza Palacio. 
That official has conducted an administra- 
tion characterized by incompetence and 
venality, and has ended by overriding the 
Constitution and usurping political power, 
He was inaugurated in March, 1890, for the 
term of two years, and under the Constitu- 
tion was not eligible for re-election. The 


elections were postponed from one week to ! 


another in February last, until it was ap- 
parent to the Opposition that he meant to 
prevent the choice of a successor and to re- 
tain the Presidential office. A revolt 
against him was inevitabie, and it 
has speedily followed his unjustifiable 
and arbitrary usurpation. The Gov- 
ernment of Venezuela was Virtually 
conducted for thirty years by Guzman 
Blanco, who is now attempting to drive out 
Andueza from power. As military dictator, 
constitutional President, and as the supreme 
political manager of the country, he con- 
trolled absolutely the government of the 
country during that long period. When he 
was not President he had a trusted lieuten- 
antin the Executive office, and during a 
portion of his dictatorship he governed the 
republic from Paris. While his Adminfs- 
tration was not free from the taint of cor- 
ruption, and while he amassed a large for- 
tune at the expense of the nation, he 
introduced many practical reforms, strenu- 
ously resisted the encroachments of 
clericalism, improved the cities and 
harbora, built railways and other public 
works, and promoted the material pros- 
perity of the people. As a political dic- 
tatorship his government was a travest 

upon republican institutions, but as an ad- 
misitrative system it was the best which 
Venezuela has known since the revolt 
against Spain. Guzman’s domination was 
overthrown at the close of 1890 by a singu- 
lar revoluticn. Bodies of students balled 
down the statues and defaced the portraits 
of the “* Illustrious American,” as the vain- 
glorious Dictator had proclaimed himself. 
President Paul, Guzman’s own lieutenant, 
instead of suppressing these disturbances 
virtually connived at them, and had a 
creature of his own, Andueza, elected 
to the Executive office. There could’ 
not have been a more unfortunate 
selection, for Andueza was thoroughly in- 
capable, and bent upon plundering the State 
while he was in office. Before his term ex- 
pired he succeeded in expelling his own 
patron, Dr. Panl from the country and in 
arraying against the Government of the day, 
not only Guzman’s former adherents, but all 
the reputable classes. It is not yet clear 
whether Paul or Guzman is responsible for 
the insurrection, but it is probable that An-

This insures the completion of the survey, 
and ample capital to build the railroad is 
assured. It is admitted that this road will 
practically end the slave trade in the Vic- 
toria Nyanza region. Sloves are still caught 
there in large numbers, and are used as 
porters to take to the coast the ivory and 
other merchandise of the Arab traders.. 
The slave traftic is now carried on chiefly 
to obtain porters, but when a railroad runs 
from the lake to the sea the Arabs will use 
it a quicker, safer, and cheaper means of 
transportation. The railroad will have a 
“Bec influence upon the Victoria 

yanza region, and it is certain that the 
resources of that part of inner Africa, can- 
not be developed until it is built. The 
other project will be completed first. This 
is the road from Port Beira on the Indian 
Ocean, about 250 miles west to Mashona- 
land. The capital for this road has been 
subscribed, both the Portuguese Mozam- 
bique and the British South Africa com- 
panies are represented in the Board of Con- 
trol, and the construction of the line is to 
begin next month. Track laying will be 
extended far toward Saaboealan by the 
end of the year. It isa remarkable illus- 
tration of the rapid progress of events in 
Africa, that projects are soon to be realized, 
which will enable the ordinary traveller to 
reach without discomfort regions that were 
so long a great mystery, and the story of 
whose exploration has been followed by 
the world with so much interest.

The Manttoban Diseases the Shorter Reate

The question of the transportation of 
the products of the country early became a 
subject of the deepest interest to the later 
settlers of the North-west. They had not 
yiven itany consideration in advance of 
their coming, because without personal ex- 
perience it was impossible to realize the full 
importance of it; and their minds were no 
doubt absorbed in ‘anticipations raised to 
"he highest pitch by, the Seuniptions of the 
magnitude and magnificence of this new 
territory. The sobering influence of a year 
or two's settlement brought them to a live- 
ly sense of their isolation. When they be- 
gan to realize that all,or nearly all,the pro- 
fit on a bushel of wheat was required to pay 
the charges of its transportation to the 
eastern markets,they found themselves con- 
fronted with a problem which involved 

SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES 

to their future and for some early solution 
of which there was a very real and pressing 
necessity. A brief study of the map sufli- 
ced to convince them that through Hud- 
son's Bay and Strait, .f anywhere, must 
be found the new and shorter route to Eu- 
rope which was to deliver them out of bon- 
dage. 

Such was the simple and natural origin 
of the scheme of a Gedeen's Bey railway. 
But there was the question of the naviga- 
tion of the Strait that had still to be ree- 
koned with before its feasibility would be 
determined. Modern experience in “rail- 
roading made it abundantly clear that there 
need be no difficulty. with the land portion 
of the route, for it had been demonstrated 
in numerous instances that engineering 
skill backed up with capital could over- 
come greater obstacles than any that were 
likely to be encountered in the prosecution 
of this enterprise. But the navigation of 
the Strait was a different matter, unless 
practicable all the achievements which were 
possible on land would go for nothing. It 
was dependent on conditions which science 
was powerless to influence, Investigation 
and inquiries relieved the anxiety on this 
score, and established beyond doubt that 
the Strai: was 


‘NAVIGABLE BY OOEAN STREAMERS 


for a sufficient period each year to justify 
the construction of the railway. Thus was 
the way made clear. The entire route was 
demonstrated to be feasible, and it only re- 
mained that the enterprise of man should 
proceed to develop it. 

This stage having been reached, and pend- 
ing the operations of a a that was 
chartered some years ago to build the rail- 
way, the public mind turned to the consid- 
eration of other means to relieve the heavy 
tax onthe industry of the North-west 
which is unavoidable with the present faci- 
lities for transportation. The favorite aad 
the most important of these is the enlarge- 
ment of the Welland and St. Lawrence 
canals, to permit vessels suitable for both 
ocean and lake navigation to pass through 
without breaking bulk, and thus to establish 
uninterrupted communication between the 
head of Lake Superior and Liverpool. This 
would practically be making ocean — of 
Fort William and Duluth, and would doubt- 
leas have a most beneficial influence on the 
question of rates. Independent railway 
communication between Winnipeg and Du- 
luth is a feature of this ambitious and 
pleasing scheme. The adjoining North- 
western States of the American Republic 
are taking lead in the agitation for tho

Bowing Grass Seed. 


A farmer, writing to the Country Gentle- 
man disapproves of the practice of drilling 
— seed with grain. Hesays: The 

are too unlike. A single grain of wheat 
he as much as 20 grains of timothy 
, and will grow when buried with three 
inches of soil as well as the grass seed when 
only an inch down ; the best depth for each, 
however, is about an inch and a half for 
the wheat and half an inch for the timothy, 
under ordinary conditions. No common 
drill will plat grass seed evenly at half an 
inch depth. Brushing it in with asmoothing 
or brush harrow is the beat we can do in 
common circumstances, a large portion of 
the seed being buried less than an inch, and 
a small portion of it, not being buried at all, 
may not grow. There will be another por- 
tion too heavily covered with soil to find its 
way to the surface, but commonly about 
is brushed in and germinates, This is 
better than seeding it down with the grain 
when bat little can ever reach the light. 
To economize grass seed the ground on 
which it is sown should be especially smooth 
and level, for if it is rough and cloddy the 
small and delicate seed will have a very 
poor chance, and if the surface is uneven 
the seed will be covered woo deep at one 
place and shallow at another. 

A half peck of grass seed, sown on a fine, 
smooth ground, rich and mellow and suffi- 
ciently moist, will give a better growth than 
a bushel on hard, dry and cloddy surface,

dense growth of grass, The best new grass 
field I ever had was when a full half bushel 
of clover and timothy was sown on an acre 
of well prepared surface. There were no 
bare spots of earth on walking over it, and at 
two cuttings it gave about five tons of dried 
hay to the aere. The seed was sown alone, 
not witha are crop, and was covered with 
alight brash harrow.

In a cow stable kept ordinarily clean, with | 
animals properly bedded, and the floor kept 
sprinkled with some absorbent to save the | 
strength of the manure, there will be nothing | 
to transmit « filthy atench to the clothing | 
or to the booth of those who milk and care) 
for the cows. 
Thus, cleanliness in the stable will give | 
no cause for unoleanliness or disagreeable 
odors carried to the house. | 


A Dairy Thermometer. | 


Not only persons who havea dairy, but 
even those who keep only one or two cows 
for family use, onght to supply themselves | 
with a floating dairy thermometer. This} 
isavery simple and inexpensive article, 
costing, I believe, about thirty-five centa ; 
but if not only saves housekeepers @ great 
amount of trouble, but enables them to 
make considerable more butter, by enabling | 
them tochurn the cream at exactly the | 
right temperature, without any guesswork | 
or haphazard aboutit. Any one who has | 
had any expericnce at all with churning 
knows that it is a point of vital importance | 
to have the milk or cream at the right tem. | 
perature. If it is too cold, you have to churn | 
a long and wearisome time, and then get) 
ag poor results. 

Lf, on the other hand, it is too warm, you 
can churn rapidly, but you will get only half 
the amount of butter you would have gotten 
if the temperature sak buen right. However 
an effectual remedy for thisevil is to be found 
in the form of the floating dairy thermometer 
which I believe is kept by all dealers in dairy 
supplies. By dipping the thermometer in 
your churn and holding it there a minute 
or two, you can accurately test the tem- 
perature of your milk or cream and set it 
right if it is either above or below the re- 
quisite point, (sixty degrees). If net warm 
enough, add hot water sufficient to bring 
it up to the churning point, as marked the 
thermumeter. If too warm, set the cream 
in a cool place till its temperature falls to 
the proper point. 

To show my readers the great value and 
usefulness of this dairy thermometer, 1 will 
allege a recent instance cf my own experi- 
ence. I being away from home one day at 
churning time, the servant carried the 
cream out of a very warm room, ani churn- 
ed it without my first testing it with the. 
dairy thermometer, The creamy being 
over-heated and not allowed time to cool.

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Gooze Raising, 


Geese kept for breeders should be fed very | to this place of the -probable starving to 


little grain. ‘They fatten easily. Many 
farmers keep them in the yard where sheep 
or cattle are ted, and they eat hay enough 

to need but little else through the winter. 

Cooked potatoes and apples, with a little 

wheat bran, salted slightly, is good feed. 

They will eat all the table refuse except 

meat and all kinds of vegetables. 

Feed a little corn cold nights. About the 
time for them to commence laying, usually 
the firat of March, begin to feed oats, barley, 
buckwheat and wheat, what they will eat 
clean at night. While laying,.a mash of 
any vegetables thickened with fine feed and | 
wheat bran fed mornings, with grain at 
night, will increase the number of hg 
They should have sand and gravel, and 
plenty of clean water all the time, 

The first laid eggs can be set under hens, 
seven for a large and five for a small one. 
Make the nests in boxes on inverted sods, 
fill ja around with dirt, #o the eggs can not 
roll, cover with an inch or two of cut straw. 
They will not need sprinkling, and will 
hatch in about 30 days—sometimes in 28. 
If you want geese to lay more than one lit- 
ter of eggs, when the nest is pretty well 
feathered and they stay on all night, shut 
them away from the nest for two or three 
days and they will commence to lay again. 
Be sure they want to sit before you shut 
them away, as geese lay only every other 
day—sometimes they will lay in the night, 
and you must not think if _ find them on 
at night that they are surely sitting. 

The best way to raise goslings Is away 
from the mother. They make very little 
trouble and are much easier tended than 
with cross geese about. 

If they hatch before snow is gone, so they 
can not get tender grass, they need cabbage 
or some substitute. Their food should be 
cooked or in bread form, for a few days. 
They will soon be all right if it is well scald- 
ed and left till cool, with plenty of tender 


Tass. 

If they are hatched late, it is a good plan 
to sow some kind of grain,—barley, wheat 
or oats, —to be just coming up when they 
first get out doors, and let them run on it. 
They will not grow nearly as well if the 
grass is tall and nothing else is provided 
for them. They need plenty of clean water 
to drink, but must not be allowed to get 
into cold water,—they will lose the use of 
their legs and die if they do,—till they are | 
quite large. 

A soap box makes a good place to keep 
them nights, when small, so they can be} 
carried into the house and covered with a 
blanket. 

Feed at night, and they will be sure to 
come home without any trouble. They 
want a clean dry,place to sit, and should 
bé shut up to keep them from skunks, foxes,

Lier’. MIZON DEFEATED. 


After Trying Nearly Twe Wears, He Falls 
te Reach Loke Tehad. 


The mission of Lieut. Mizon, who tor a 
year and eleven months has been trying to 
reach Lake Tchad, has come to grief, much 
to the disappointment of the French, who 
relied on his expedition to establish their 
supremacy on the borders of the famous 
jake. In September last Lieut. Mizon ar- 
rived with his expedition at Yola, far to- 
ward Central Africa, and near the head of 
navigation on the Benue tributary of the 
Niger River. Yola is the capital of Ada- 
mawa, one of the most powerful and popu- 
lous countries in the Soudan, The Sultan 
gave the traveller a friendly reception, 
which was more than he has accorded ;to 
He promised 
Mizon hia protection, but unfortunately the 
country over which he holds sway lies 
chiefly on the south side of the river, while 
Mizon’s route was to the north. 

The traveller found that the region south 
of Lake Tchad had fallen into the hands of 
the Mohammedans of Wadai, and he con- 
vinced himself that he could not travel 
through the country without risking the 
entire expedition, e, therefore, gave up 
the idea of reaching Lake Tchad, and when 
he sent his letter announcing that fact 
down the river, he was about to set out 
southward, with the intention of reaching 
the French posts on the Congo. 

A little more than a year ago the French 
had three expeditions en route for Lake 
Tchad, the Germans sent out two, with 
instructions to penetrate to the lake if pos- 
sible, and the English sent a small party 
secretly to reach the lake before ‘the arrival 
of the other expeditions. “The English 
party alone succeeded in reaching Tehad, 
and it succeeded merely in convincing its 
members that the idea of opening trade 
with Bornu and the surrounding Moham- 
medan States is at present impracticable.

Washington, says :— Word has been 
death of two prospectors who are up Kettle 


John, cld mountaineers, left this point early | 
in December for the purpose of prospecting | 
in the mountains at the head of the river | 
for gold and silver. Above the old Trap- 
per's Cabin, about 100 miles north of this | 
place, the country is almost entirely anpro- 
spected and not more than ten or fifteen 
white men have over been there. 

The Indians say that it is very difficult to 
travel through in the best weather, and 
when the ground is covered with snow it is 
impossible to get through. Several good 
mines have been struck in this locality and 
above Thorpe’s ranche and the men, who 
have been here for some years, concluded 
that they could find very rich mines furthec 
ae the river, and started with the intention 
of being gone about a month. 

Two Kootenai Indians have just come 
from the upper country on snow shoes and 
report that two white men have been snow- 
ed in about forty miles from Trapper’s 
Cabin, at a lake known as Island Lake, te n 
the fect that a large island is in the middle 
ofit. These men were badly in need of 
food and one of them had his leg broken. 
The Indians said that the men were so badly 
off that they could not travel, and sent 
word by the Indians for help to be sent 
them. 

As it has been snowing heavily for the 
past month it is an utter impossibility to 
get to them, and unless they have been 
supplicd with food by the Indians they will 
probably be dead before Spring. An at- 
tempt will be made by George McLaughlin 
and his partner, Ferrell, to get to the men, 
but it is hardly possible for relief to reach 
them. 


Sea Serpent Traditions. 

The most ancient writers never commit- 
ted the heresy of doubting that the ocean 
was full of sea-serpents. The Scandinavi- 
an sea serpent, which could have appropri- 
ately been styled serpens terrible, was de- 
scribed as a creature at least 600 feet long, 
with a head like a horse, a spiked tail, large 
black eyes, anda flowing white mane. In 
the early trips to Iceland, the Scandinavian 
sailors stowed large brush buoys in the wake 
ot their vessels in hope of entangling some 
of the loose hairs from the sea-serpent’s 
mane. This practice was usually followed 
in the spring of the year, the sea-serpent 
being supposed to change his skin and shed 
his mane on Easter Sunday. A braid of 
sea sorpent’s mane was believed to be a 
never-failing cure for insanity and epilepsy, 
provided it was woven in the dark of the 
moon and put around the patient's neck 
while he or she was sleeping.

GIE\TEST OF COYFIDENCR HEX. 
Recollections ef the Yery Bemarkabic 
Career of Canada Bill, 

* When I arrived in Detroit last Satar- 
day evening,” said S. V. Vail, of Elmira, 
N. Y., *¢ L met Mason Long, of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., in the depot, and the sight of his well- 
remembered face recalled many interesting 
recollections to my mind. Long has been 
for a number of yearsone of the best-known 
evangeliate in the country, isa thorough 
Christian and active leader in all good move- 
ments, but there was atime when he was as 
hard a citizen as you could meet in a month's 
journey. He was a gambler and three-card 
monte man, and travelled for quite a time 


with the notorious ‘‘ Canada Bill,” who was 


undoubtedly the cleverest monte man that 
ever operated in the United States. Six- 
teen or eighteen years ago, when * Canada 
Bill’ was at his best, leaw considerable of 
him, and despite the fellow's roguery and 
crookedness there was something about him 
admire. He was a 


Jlarge-forined man, with a cleanly shaven 


face; a square jaw, deep-set cyes and the 
expression of asphinx. His favorite disguise 
was the make-up of a cattle-drover, and as 
there were more members of that class on 
the road in the days referred to than now 
Canada Bill had no difficulty in passing him.

him, and the money that he won with his

Taking Seals on Land. 


It isan interesting fact in connection 
with the sealing controversy that an ex- 
pert agent of the United States, sent ont in 
April, 1890, to examine and report on the 
diminution of the seal catch reported that 
the bad méthods employed in taking the 
sealson land were responsible to a far 

reater extent than Canadian ‘ poaching” 
or such diminution. The agent was Prot. 
Henry W. Eliiott, who had already made a 
study of the matter in 1874 and had then 
concluded that 100,000 male seals from 1 to 
5 years ot age could safely be taken annu- 
ally. When he returned in 1890 he found 
to his surprise that there was only a scant 
tenth as many male seals ashe found in 
1874. This decrease was occasioned as his 
report shows by two causes : 

. From overdriving, firat begun in 1879, 
dropped then until 1882, then proven re- 
newed again. with increased energy from 
year to year, until the end is abruptly 
reached, this season of 1890. 

2 as” tai sealing, begun as a busi- 
ness in 1886. 

In estimating the relative proportions of 
the shrinkage due to these two causes the 
professor finds that the shrinkage is due to 
overdriving in ninefold greater proportion 
than to pelagic sealing or what is called by 
the Alaska Company *t Canadian poaching.” 
The recommendation of the report is that 
‘*no driving and killing for tax and ship- 
ment be permited on the islands for seven 
years, and that there be co-operation with 
Great Britain and Russia for a ‘close time’ 
in the open waters of Behring Sea.” The 
report was made more than a year ago, but 
it has been kept out of sight Josie all the 
controversy over the seal treaty to the end, 
no dowbt that popular opinionmight be in- 
duced to hold the so called “Canadian poach- 
ers” eo for a condition of things to 
which the greed of our neighbors’ own 
sealers has contributed in far greater mea- 
sure,

Officer Cook cut the 
rope, and the body was lowered to the 
floor, but life had been extinct for some 
time. The unfortunate young man had 
from appearances, taken every precau- 
tion to make the attempt a successful 
one. A hemp rope of a half an inch 
in thickness had been fastened to a 
block, the latter been. attached to a 
« rafter in the centre ofthe barn. After 
making a noose, and placing it around 
his neck, he jumped from a loft, in 
which was stored hay, to the floor be- 
low. The distance was about Sft. 6in., 
and when the rope was taut his feet 
were only some four or five inches from 
the floor. The drop was of sufficient 
— to have broken the neck, but 
such was not the casey. The knot had 
been carefully made and placed under 
the right war. The rope, being rather 
small, hac made a deep impression upon 
the neck. The face was somewhat dis- 
colored, but the features were not dis- 
torted. 

Dr. Farley, coroner, was summoned, 
and after hearing the facts of the cas¢ 
did not consider it necessary, as it was 
apparent that it was a case of premedi- 
tatel suicide, He stated that the young 
man had died from suffocation.

For keep- 
ing fish in a fresh condition, they are 
froven.. They are first washed in troughs 
and then put in zinc pata, with covers, 
eighteen pounds whitefish and twenty- 
poonds herring to the pan, The pans are 
then put in ground ice and salt, similar 
to that in an ice cream freezer, The pans 
are left in the salt and ice for about eight 
hours, or until the fish are frozen hard, The 
pans are then pat in a trough under run- 
ning water, to take the frost out of the pans 
no as to release the fieh from the pana. ‘They 
are then placed in the refrigerator at a tem- 

rature of 15 to 20 degrees, F., and may 

kept in the cold storage house for any 
length of time by re-charging with ice. 

There are six firms in Toledo in the 
fish trade. Altogether abovt 250 
fishermen and semi-professional fishermen 
are employed. They fish about 240 pound 
neta, four or five seines, and have nearly 109 
boats, large and small. The number of 
steam craft is six in the busy season. Capi- 
tal invested in houses, nets and boats, $130,- 
000. Last year gill net fishing was begun 
here.

Many improvements in these nets have been 
made. The net now used consists of a bowl, 
or crib, or 28 to 30 feet square, with 
3-inoh, heart or tunnel 14 feet long, 
with S:inch mesh, and leader nets or strings 
3toG-inch mesh. The leaders are set in 
water from six to fifty feet deep, the crib 
atthe outer projection, Tho fish run 
against the loader and work their way along 
it until they enter the heart and thence to 
the pot. Tho boats that take the fish from 
the pot or crib are manned by from two to 
six men. The nets are held in ‘place ed 
aiakes and weighted at the bottom with 
stones, made fast by strin The leaders 
reach into the lake, sometimes three miles. 
The men keep pulling the bowl net up until 
the fish are in small compass, when they 
ere lifted into the boats with scoop nets. 
Gill neta are extensively used, more so on 
Lake Michigan than elsewhere. There are 
two kinds of gill neta in use—one 
with meshes, 4} to 44 inches for pickerel 
and white fish, the other with meshes 34 to 
34 inches for blue pike, herring and sangers. 
nets are fished in any depth of water
